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NR 405.01 Applicability; purpese. (1) APPLICABILITY, The provisions of
this chapter apply to all new major stationary sources and all major
modifications to major sources located in areas designated as attainment
or unclassified.

{2) PurrosE. The purpose of this chapter is to establish, pursuant to s,
144.391, Stats., the requirements and procedures for reviewing and issu-
ing air pollution control permits to all new major stationary sources and
all major modifications to major sources located in areas designated as
attainment or unclassified.

Note: Throughout the proposed rule changes have been made which result in the provisions
of this PSD rule differing from 40 C.F.R. 51.24, the federal regulation on which it is based. In
this rule, the term “air contaminant” is substituted for the term “pollutant” in the federal
regulation and the term “‘administrator of U,8, EPA” for “administrator”, “federal clean air
act” for *act” and “department’ for “the State”, *the Governor” and “reviewing author-
ity"”. The federal definition for “building, structure, facility or installation” is applied to the
phrase “facility, building, structure, equipment, vehicle or action” — a similar term which
appears in Wisconsin's statutory provisions on air pollution, In this rule, the term “volatile
organic compounds (VOC’s)" does not include methylene chlaride, methyl chloroform, meth-
ane, ethane and freon 118 — compounds which are excluded from regulation as VOC's under
Wisconsin’s administrative rules. In addition, cross references in the federal regulation have
been changed in the rule to comparable provisions in Wisconsin's rule (e.g., "'40 CFR Parts 64
and 61" has been changed to “chs. NR 440 and 446 to 449"), Eliminated from the rule are
provisions of the federal regulations which do not apply to the state’s PSD program (i.e.,
provisions governing U.8, EPA approval of plan revisions).

NR 405,02 Definitions. In addition to the terms defined in c¢h, NR 400,
the following definitions apply to the terms used in this chapter.

(1) "Actual emissions” means the actual rate of emissions of an air
contaminant from an emissions unit, as determined in accordance with
pars. {a) through (e).

(a) In general, actual emissions as of a particular date shall equal the
average rate, in tons per year, at which the unit actually emitted the air
contaminant during a 2-year peried which precedes the particular date
and which is representative of nermal source operation. The department
may allow the use of a different time period upon a determination that it
is more representative of normal source operation. Actual emissions shall
be caleulated using the unit’s actual operating hours, production rates,
and types of materials processed, stored, or combusted during the se-
lected time period.
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(b} The department may presume that source-specific allowable emis-
stons for the unit are equivalent to the actual emissions of the unit.

{¢) For any emissions unit which has not begun normal operations on
the particular date, actual emissions shall equal the potential to emit of
the unit on that date.

(2) “Allowable emissions” means the emissions rate of a stationary
source caleulated using the maximum rated capacity of the source {un-
less the source is subject to federally enforceable limits which restrict the
operating rate, or hours of operation, or both) and the most stringent of
the following:

4 (a) The applicable standards as set forth in chs, NR 440 and 445 to
49,

9g}b) The applicable emissions limitations, as set forth in chs. NI? 400 to
:or

{¢) The emissions rate specified as a federally enforceable permit
condition.

(3} “Baseline area’ means any intrastate area (and every part thereof)
designated as attainment: or unclassifiable under section 107 {d} (1) (D)
or (E) of the federal clean air act in which the major source or major
modification establishing the baseline date would construct or would
have an air quality impact equal to or greater than 1 ug/m3 (annual aver-
age) of the air contaminant for which the baseline date is established.
Area redesignations under section 107 (d) (1) (D) or (E) of the federal
clean air act cannot intersect or be smaller than the area of impact of any
major stationary source or major modification which;

(a) Establishes a baseline date; or
(b) Is subject to this chapter.

(4) (a} “Baseline concentration” means that ambient concenftration
level which exists in the baseline area at the time of the applicable base-
line date. A baseline concentration is determined for each air contami-
nant for which a baseline date is established and shall include:

1. .The actual emissions representative of soureés in existence on the
applicable haseline date, exeept as provided in par. (b).

2. The allowable emissions of major stationary sources which com-
menced construction before January 6, 1975, but were not in operation
by the applicable baseline date,

(b) The following will not be included in the baseline concentration
and will affect the applicable maximum allowable increases:

1. Actual emissions from any major stationary source on which con-
struction commenced after Januvary 6, 1975; and

2. Actual emissions inpreases and decreases at any stationary source
accurring after the baseline date.

{(5) (a) ‘“Baseline date” means the earliest date after August 7, 1977,
that a major stationary source or major modification subject to this
chapter submits a complete application.
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(b) The baseline date is established for each air contaminant for which
inerements or other equivalent measures have been established if:

1, The area in which the proposed major source or major modification
would construct is designated as attainment or unclassifiable under sec-
tion 107 (d) (1) (D) or {E) of the clean air act for the air contaminant on
the date of its complete application under this chapter; and

2. In the case of a major stationary source, the air contaminant would
be emitted in significant amounts or, in the case of a major modification,
there would be a significant net emissions increase of the air
contaminant, :

{6) “Begin actual construction’’ means, in general, initiation of physi-
cal on-site construction activities on an emissions unit which are of a
permanent nature. Such activities include, but are not limited to, instal-
lation of building supports and foundations, laying of underground
pipework and construetion of permanent storage structures. With re-
spect to a change in method of operation, this term refers to those on-site
activities, other than preparatory activities, which mark the initiation of
the change,

(7) “‘Best available control technology” means ah emissions limitation
(including a visible emissions standard) based on the maximum degree of
reduction for each air contaminant subject to regulation under the fed-
eral ctean air act which would be emitted from any proposed major sta-
tionary source or major modification which the department, on a case-
by-case basis, taking into account energy, environmental, and economic
impacts, and other costs, determines is achievable for such source or
modification through application of production processes or available
methods, systems, and techniques, including fuel cleaning or treatment
or innovative fuel combination techniques for control of such pollutant,
In no event may application of best available control technology result
in emissions of any air contaminant which would exceed the emissions
allowed by any applicable standard under chs. NR 440 and 445 to 449, If
the department determines that technological or economic limitations on
the application of measurement methodology to a particular emissions
unit would make the imposition of an emissions standard infeasible, a
design, equipment, work practice, operational standard or combination
thereof, may be presecribed instead to satisfy the requirement for the ap-
plication of best available control technology. Such standard shall, to the
degree possible, set forth the emissions reduction achievable by imple-
mentation of such design, equipment, work practice or operation, and
shall provide for compliance by means which achieve equivalent results.

(8) “Building, structure, facility, or installation’” and “facility, build-
ing, structure, equipment, vehicle or action” means all of the air contam-
inant emitting activities which belong to the same industrial grouping,
are located on one or more contiguous or adjacent properties, and are
under the control of the same person (or persons under common control)
except the activities of any vessel. Air contaminant emitting activites
shall be considered as part of the same industrial grouping if they belong
to the same “major group” (i.e., which have the same 2-digit code) as
desceribed in the Standard Industrial Classification Manual, 1972, as
amended by the 1977 Supplement (U.S, Governmeni Printing Office
stock numbers 4101-0066 and 033-005-00176-0, respectively).
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{9) “Commence” as applied to construction of a major stationary
source or major modification means that the owner or operator has all
necessary preconstruction approvals or permits and either has:

(a) Begun, or caused to begin, a continuous program of actual on-site
construction of the source, to be completed within a reasonable time; or

{b) Entered into binding agreements or contractual obligations, which
cannot be cancelled or modified without substantial loss to the owner or
operator, to undertake a program of actual construction of the source to
be completed within a reasonable time,

(10) “Complete” means, in reference to an application for a permit,
that the application contains all the information necessary for processing
the application. Designating an application complete for purposes of per-
mit processing does not preclude the department from requesting or ac-
cepting any additional infermation,

(11) “Construction” means any physical change or change in the
method of operation (including fabrication, erection, installation, demo-
lition, or modification of an emissions unit) which would result in a
change in actual emissions,

(12) “Emissions unit” means any part of a stationary source which
emits or would have the potential to emit any air contaminant subject to
regulation under the federal clean air act. '

(13) “Federal fand manager” means, with respeet to any lands in the
1Un}jted States, the secretary of the department with authority over such
ands,

(14) “Federally enforceable” means all limitations and conditions
which are enforceable by the administrator of U8, EPA, including those
requirements set forth in chs, NR 440 and 445 to 449, and any permit
requirements established pursuant to this chapter,

(15} “Fugitive emissions’’ means those emissions which could not rea-
sonably pass through a stack, chimney, vent, or other functionally
equivalent opening, :

{16) “High terrain” means any area haviﬁg an elevation 900 feet or
more above the base of the stack of a source.

(17) "Indian governing body’’ means the governing body of any tribe,
band, or group of Indians subject to the jurisdiction of the United States
and recognized by the United States as possessing power of self-
government,

(18) “Indian reservation” means any federally recognized reservation
established by treaty, agreement, executive order, or act of congress.

(19) “Innovative contrel technology’ means any system of air pollu-
tion control that has not been adequately demonstrated in practice, but
would have a substantial likelihood of achieving greater continuous
emissions reduction than any control system in current practice or of
achieving at least comparable reductions at lower cost in terms of en-
ergy, economics, or nonair quality environmental impacts,

(20) “Low terrain” means any area other than high terrain.

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(21) “Major modification’’ means any physical change in or ¢change in
the method of operation of a major stationary source that would result in
a significant net emissions increase of any air contaminant subject to reg-
ulation under the federal clean air act. ‘

(a} Ahy net emissions increase that is significant for volatile organic
compounds shall be considered significant for ozone.

{b) A physical change or change in the method of operation may not
include:

1. Routine maintenance, repair, and replacement;

2. Use of an alternative fuel or raw material by reason of any order
under sections 2 {a) and (b) of the energy supply and environmental co-
ordination act of 1974 {or any superseding legislation) or by reason of a
natural gas curtailment plan pursuant to the federal power act;

3. Use of an alternative fuel by reason of an order or rule under section
125 of the federal clean air act;

4, Use of an alternative fuel at a steam generating unit to the extent
that the fuel is generated from municipal solid waste;

h5‘ Use of an alternative fuel or raw material by a stationary source
which: :

a. The source was capable of accommodating before January 6, 1975,
unless such change would be prohibited under any federally enforceable
permit condition which was established after January 6, 1975 pursuant
to this chapter or ¢k, NR 406; or

b. The source is approved to use under any permit issued under this
chapter or ch, NR 406;

6. An increase in the hours of operation or in the production rate, un-
less such change would be prohibited under any federaily enforceable
permit condition which was established after January 6, 1975, pursuant
to this chapter.

7. Any change in ownership at a stationary source.
(22) (a) “Major stationary source” means:

1. Any of the following stationary sources of air contaminants which
emits, or has the potential to emit, 100 tons per year or more of any air
contaminant subject to regulation under the federal clean air act: Fossil
fuel fired steam eleetric plants of more than 250 million British thermal
units per hour heat input, coal cleaning plants (with thermal dryers),
kraft pulp mills, portland cement plants, primary zine smelters, iron and
steel mill plants, primary aluminum ore reduction plants, primary cop-
per smelters, municipal incinerators capable of charging more than 250

2, Notwithstanding the stationary source size specified in subd. 1., any
stationary source which emits, or has the potential to emit, 250 tons per
year or more of any air contaminant subject to regulation under the fed-

3. Any physical change that would occur at a stationary source not
otherwise qualifying under this subsection, as a major stalionary source
if the change would constitute a major stationary saurce by itself.

(b) A major source that is major for volatile organic compounds shall
be considered major for ozone.

(¢} Volatile organic compounds do not include methylene chloride,
methyl chloroform, methane, ethane, and freon 118.

(28) ”Neéessary preconstruction approvals or permits” means those
permits or approvals required under chs, NR 400 to 499,

(24) (a) “Net emissions increase’” means the amount by which the sum
of the following exceeds zero:

1. Any increase in actual emissions from a particular physical change
or change in the method of operation at a stationary souree; and

2. Any other increases and decreases in actual emissions at the source
tha(tl; a.reb Icon’cemporaneous with the particular change and are otherwise
creditable, ’ '

(b} An increase or decrease in actual emissions is contemporaneous
with the increase from the particular change only if it oceurs between:

1. The date 5 years before construetion on the particular change com-
mences and

2, The date that the increase from the particular change occurs.

(e) An increase or decrease in actual emissions is ereditable only if the
reviewing authority has not relied on it in issuing a permit for the source
under this chapter, which permit is in effect when the increase in actual
emissions from the particular change occurs.

(d) An increase or decrease in actual emissions of suifur dioxide or par-
ticulate matter which occurs before the applicable baseline date is credit-
able only if it is required to be considered in caleulating the amount of
maximum allowable increases remaining available,

{e) An increase in actual emissions is creditable only to the extent that
the new level of actual emissions exceeds the old level.

i(f) A decrease in actual emissions is ereditable only to the extent that;

1. The old leve! of actual emissions or the old level of allowable emis-
stons, whichever is lower, exceeds the new level of actual emiss_ions.

2. It is federally enforceable at and after the time that actual construe-
tion on the particular change begins: and :
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3. It has approximately the same qualitative significance for publie
health and welfare as that attributed to the increase from the particular
change.

(g} An increase that results from a physical change at a source occurs
when the emissions unit on which construetion oceurred becomes opera-
tional and begins to emit a particular pollutant. Any replacement unit
that requires shakedown becomes operational only after a reasonable
shakedown period, not to exceed 180 days.

(25) “Potential to emit” means the maximum capacity of a stationary
source to emit an air contaminant under its physical and operationat de-
sign. Any physical or operational limitation on the capacity of the source
to emit an air contaminant, including air pollution control equipment
and restrictions on hours of operation or on the type or amount of mate-
rial combusted, stored, or processed, shall be treated as part of its design
if ‘the limitation or the effect it would have on emissions is federally
enforceable. Secondary emissions do not count in determining the poten-
tial to emit of a stationary source.

(26) “Secondary emissions’ means emissions which occur as a result of
the construction or operation of a major stationary source or major mod-
ification, but do not come from the major stationary source or major
modification itself. For the purposes of this chapter, secondary emissions
must be specific, well defined, quantifiable, and impact the same general
areas as the stationary source or modification which causes the secondary
emissions, Secondary emissions include emissions from any offsite sup-
port facility which would not be constructed or increase its emissions
except asa result of the construetion or operatlon of the major stationary
source or major modification. Secondary emissions do not include any
emissions which come directly from a mobile source, such as emissions
from the tallplpe of a motor vehicle, from a train, or from a vessel,

(27) (a) “Significant’’ means, in reference toanet emissions increase or
the potential of a souree to emit any of the air contaminantsin Table A, a
rate of emissions that would equal or exceed any of the rates in Table A.

(2) All sourees which have concentrations which are excluded from in-
erement consumption under sub. (1) {a) and (b) shall no longer have
those concentrations excluded 5 years after the effective date of the order
to which sub. (1) (a) refers or the plan to which sub. (1) (b) refers, which-
ever is applicable. If both such order and plan are applicable, no such
celxilusion shall apply more than § years after the later of such effective

ates,

{3) No exclusion under this section shall oceur later than 9 months
after August 7, 1980, unless the department submits a state Implementa-
tion plan revision meeting the requirements of 40 C.F.R. 51.24 to the
administrator of U.8. EPA.

(4) For purposes of excluding concentrations pursuant to sub, (1) (e),
the administrator of U.S, EPA may approve a plan revision that:

(a) Specifies the time over which the temporary emissions increase of
sulfur dioxide or particulate matter would oceur, Such time is not to ex-
eeed 2 years in duration unless a longer time is approved by the adminis-
trator of U.S. EPA;

(b) Specifies that the time period for excluding certain contributions in
accordance with par. (a) is not renewable;

{¢) Allows no emissions inerease from a stationary source which would:

1, Impact a Class I area or an area where an applicable increment is
known to be violated; or

2. Cause or contribute to the violation of a national ambient air qual-
ity standard;
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(d) Requires limitations to be in effect at the end of the time period
specified in accordance with par. (a) which would insure that the emis-
sions levels from stationary sources affected by the plan revision would
not exceed those levels occurring from such sources before the plan revi-
sion was approved.

NR 405.05 Redesignation. (1) All areas of the state (except as otherwise
provided under s, NR 405,08), shall be designated either Class I, Class
I1, or Class III. Any designation other than Class I1 shall be subject to
the redesignation procedures of this section, Any redesignation must be
approved by the administrator of U.S. EPA as a revision to the appllca-
ble state implementation plan.

(2) The department may redesignate areas of the state Class I or Class
IT if the following criteria are met:

(a) At least one public hearing has been held in the area affected;

{b) Other states, Indian governing bodies, and federal land managers
whose lands may be affected by the proposed redesignation are notlﬁed
at least 30 days prior to the public hearing; :

(c) A diseussion of the reasons for the proposed redes:gnatlon, includ-
ing a satisfactory description and analysis of the health, environmental,
economic, social and energy effects of the proposed redesignation, is pre-
pared and made available for public inspection at least 30 days prior to
the hearing and the notice announcing the hearing contained appropriate
notification of the availability of such diseussion;

(d) Prior to the issuance of notice respecting the redesignation of an
area that includes any federal lands, the department shall provide writ-
ten notice to the appropriate federal land manager and the federal land
manager shall be allowed 30 days to confer with the department respect-
ing the redesignation and to submit written comments and recommenda-
tions, In redesignating any area with respect to which any federal land
manager submits written comments and recommendations, the depart-
ment shall publish a list of any inconsistency between such redesignation
and such comments and recommendations (together with the reasons for
making such redesignation against the recommendation of the federal
land manager); and

(e} The department proposes the redesignation after consultation with
the elected leadership of local and other substate general purpose govern-
ments in the area covered by the proposed redesignation.

(3) Any area other than an area to which s. NR 405.08 refers may be
redesignated as Class II1 if:

(a) The redesignation meets the requirements of provisions estab-
lished in accordance with sub. (2);

(b) The redesignation, except any established by an Indian governing
body, is specifically approved by the department;

(¢) The redesignation may not cause, or contribute to, a concentration
of any air contaminant which exceeds any maximum allowable increase
permitted under the classification of any other area or any national am-
bient air quality standard; and
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(d) Any permit application for any major stationary source or major
modification subject to provisions established in accordance with s. NR
405.10, which can receive a permit only if the area in question is
redesignated as Class ITI, and any material submitted as part of that
applcation is available, insofar as is practicable, for publc inspection
prior to any public hearing on redesignation of any area as Class III.

(4) Lands within the exterior boundaries of Indian reservations may
be redesignated only by the appropriate Indian governing body. The ap-
propriate Indian governing body may submit to the administrator of
U.8. EPA a proposal to redesignate areas Class I, Class II, or Class 11
provided that:

(a) The Indian governing body has followed procedures equivalent to
those required of the department under subs. (2), (3) (c), and (3) (d); and

(b) Such redesignation is proposed after consultation with the state in
which the Indian reservation is located and which border the Indian
reservation.

(b) If the administrator of U.S. EPA disapproves a proposed redesig-
nation, the classification of the area shall be that which was in effect prior
to the disapproval of the redesignation,

(6) If the administrator of U.S. EPA disapproves any proposed area
redesignation, the department or Indian governing body, as appropriate,
may resubmit the proposal after correcting the deficiencies noted by the
administrator of U.8, EPA.

Note: The time period provided for a federal land manager’s comments in the federal regu-
lations (not in excess of 60 days) is specified as 3¢ days in s. NR 405.05 (2) (d).

NR 405.06 Stack heights. The degree of emission limitation required for
control of any air contaminant under chs, NR 400 to 499 may not be
affected in any manner by:

NR 405.07 Review of major siationary sources and major modifications —
source applicabilily and exemptions, (1) No major stationary source or
major modification may begin actual construction unless the require-
ments of 83, NR 405,08 to 405.16 have been met.

22, Petroleum storage and transfer units with a total storage capacity
exceeding 800,000 barrels;

23, Taconite ore processing plants;
24. Glass fiber processing plants;
25. Charcoal production plants;

26. Fossil fuel fired steam electrie plants of more than 250 million Brit-
ish thermal units per hour heat input;

27. Any other stationary source category whieh, as of August 7, 1980,
is being regulated under section 111 or 112 of the federal clean air act; or
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(¢} The major source or major modification is a portable stationary
source which has previously received a permit under requirements set
forth in ss. NR 405.08 to 405,16 if:

1. The source proposes to relocate and emissions of the source at the
new location would be temporary; and

2, The emissions from the source would not exceed its aliowable emis-
stons; and

3. The emissions from the source would impact no Class I area and no
area where an applicable increment is known to be violated; and

4. Reasonable notice is given to the department prior to the relocation
identifying the proposed new location and the probable duration of oper-
ation at the new location. Such notice shall be given to the department
not less than 30 days in advance of the proposed relocation unless a dif-
ferent time duration is previously approved by the department.

1. For the major source, each air contaminant that it would have the
potential to emit in a significant amount;

2. For the major modifteation, each air contaminant for which it would
result in a significant net emissions increase.

(b} Any air contaminant for which no natlonal ambient air quality
standard exists, the analysis shall contain such air quality monitoring
data as the department determines is necessary to assess ambient air
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quality for that air contaminant in any area that the emissions of that air
contaminant would affect,

(¢) Any air contaminant {other than nonmethane hydrocarbons) for
which a standard does exist, the analysis shall contain continuous air
quality monitoring data gathered for purposes of determining whether
emissions of that air contaminant would cause or contribute to a viola-
tion of the standard or any maximum allowable increase.

(d) In general, the continuous air monitoring data that is required
shall be gathered over a period of one year and shall represent the year
preceding receipt of the application, except that, if the department de-
termines that a complete and adequate analysis can be accomplished
with monitoring data gathered over a period shorter than one year (but
not to be less than 4 months), the data that is reguired shall be gathered
over at least that shorter period,

(e} The owner or operator of a proposed major stationary source or
major modification of volatile organic compounds who satisfies all condi-
tions of 40 C.F.R. part 51 Appendix 8, section IV, incorporated by refer-
ence in sub, (4), may provide post—approval monitoring data for ozone in
lieu of providing pre-construction data as required under this section.

(2) POST-CONSTRUCTION MONITORING, The owner or operator of a ma-
jor stationary source or major modification shall, after construction of
the stationary source or modification, conduet such ambient monitoring
as the department determines is necessary to determine the effect emis-
sions from the stationary source or modification may have, or are having,
on air quality in any area.

(3) OPERATION OF MONITORING STATIONS. The owner or operator of
major stationary source or a major modification shall meet the require-
ments of Appendix B to 40 C.F.R. part b8 incorporated by reference in
sub.

(2) Within 120 days after receipt of a complete application, the depart-
ment shall:

(a) Make a preliminary determination whether construction should be
approved, approved with conditions, or disapproved.

(b) Make available in at least one location in each region in which the
proposed source would be constructed a copy of all materials the appli-
cant submitted, a copy of the preliminary determination, and a copy or
summary of other materials, if any, considered in making the prelimi-
nary determination.

(f) Consider all written comments submitted within a time specified in
the notice of public comment and all comments received at any public
hearing in making a final decision on the approvability of the applica-
tion. The department shall make all comments available for public in-
spection in the same locations where the department made available pre-
construction information relating to the proposed major source or major
modification.

(g) Make a final determination whether construction should be ap-
proved, approved with conditions, or disapproved.

(h) Notify the applicant in writing of the final determination and make
such notification available for public inspection at the same location
where the department made available pre-construetion information and
public comments relating to the source,

nology would be required to meet on the date specified in par. (b);

(d) The major source or major modification would not before the date
specified:

1. Cause or contribute to any violation of an applicable national ambi-
ent air quality standard;

2. Impact any Class I area; or

3. Impact any area where an applicable increment is known to be vio-
lated; and

(e) All other applicable requirements including those for public partic-
ipation have been met,

(3} The department shall withdraw any approval to employ a system
of innovative control technology made under this section, if:

(a) The proposed systemn fails by the specified date in sub. (2) (b) to
achieve the required contimious emissions reduction rate; or

{b) The proposed system fails before the specified date in sub. (2) (b}
sofas to contribute to an unreasonable risk to public health, welfare, or
safety; or

(¢) The department decides at any time that the proposed system is
unlikely to achieve the required level of control or to protect the public
health, welfare or safety.

{4) If a major souree or major modification fails to meet the required
level of continuous emissions reduction within the specified time period,
or if the approval is withdrawn in accordance with sub. (3), the depart-
ment may allow the source of modification up to an additional 3 years to
meet the requirement for the application of best available control tech-
nology through use of a demonstrated system of control.
